Clock as Cupboard. 


If you are up-to-date, and buy all the 
r vest electrical aids to easy housewifery, 
you must have sume place to keep them tidy, 
and in this connection I saw excellent use 
made of a large grandfather clock. 
gallantly in the middle of the hall concealing 
in its interior a vacuum cleaner and all its 
various attachments, an electric polisher, and 
what seemed to be hundreds of yards of flex! 
An electric power plug was fitted into the 
wall just beside the clock, to facilitate clean- 
ing the hall and stairway. 

I asked permission to copy this 
and, in exchange, I divulged the plans 
of my latest small bedroom. wardrobe, You 
know how difficult it is to fit a portable ward- 
robe into some of the smaller rooms—yet 
space for clothes niust be provided. 


At the Bach of the Door. 


I haye overcome the difficulty in an original 
and quite satisfactory manner. - The room | 
first worked on was very small and square, 
with absolutely no chance of fitting in even a 
very ‘discreet ‘little cupboard. I had two 
shelves securely attached to the door, one 
at the top and the other directly under it, 
one foot from the floor. I tacked chintz, 
of a -cheervy, but not easily soiled 
design, rigidly from. the . inside of one 
shelf to the other, thus forming a “ back.” 
IT treated the sides in the same manner, but 
the front is draped by two easy-swinging 
curtains, which draw across to meet in the 
centre. From a brass rod attached to the 
upper shelf swing a balf-dozen hangers, with 
room to spare—and a similar brass: red on the 
lower shelf makes an ideal shoe rest. 

The. whole. idea of this “ wardrobe” 
that’ when the door is shut on the occupant 
of the room the wardrobe seems to stand im 
front of the. door, taking up absolutely no 
extra space, and yet ‘ably fulfilling its 
duties.

New toys are 
ever full of charm, but I really find this 
latest acquisition a great improvement on the 
previous idea of trusting the coffee supply to 
the tender mercies of the kitchen.. I have 
always been very proud of my coffee-making 
efforts, and,.thanks to. tuition. in the land of 
good coffee-makers, Í think this pride.of mine 
is excusable. 

The one tip on this matter is that the 
coffee should be bought freshly roasted in 
small quantities only, and always it should 
be. ground at home.  Coffee-grinders - are 
cheap, and last for ever.

HOW WE GOT OUR TINNED 
AND BOTTLED FOODS, 


,

From the early dawn of civilisation man 
has been concerned with the preservation of 
feod. When he discovered the use of tools 
and began to till and sow, he set to work 
to store his grain against the hardships of 
winter. The hunter learnt to dry, salt and 
smoke the game and fish that he caught, 
and, later, pastoral man discovered how to 
preserve milk in the form of butter and 
cheese. 

With the building of large towns, the de- 
velopment of overseas trade, and, finally, the 
raising of huge armies, the demand for pre- 
anal and concentrated ‘foods became urgent. 
Napoleon’s armies, it was said, ‘* marched 
upon their stomachs,’’ eating up the country 
through which they were passing. Napoleon 
exercised his mind on solving the problem 
of how to keep his men supplied with food 
He offered) a sum gai sic to £500 to 
anvone who could discover a method of 
preserving foods, other than by salting and 
drying, in order to avoid the dreadful disease 
of scurvy. 
The prize was won in 1804 by Franeots 
Appert, who succeeded in preserving food by 
the process of bottling. Though this was 
a beneficial discovery, it did not entirely 
solve Napoleon's problem. Foodstuffs so pre- 
served were bulky and difficult to transport, 
and it was left to Gail Borden, an American, 
to discover how to make a satisiactory eon- 
densed food. He had several times been a 
witness of the distress caused on board ship 
by the lack of fresh meat, and, particularly, 
fresh milk. In the sailing-ship days voyages 
were long and tedious, and the one cow on 
board often went dry. Young children, 
deprived of their natural food, suffered from 
lack of nourishment, and often died. 

Gail Borden found a way of condensing 
milk by ‘evaporation. Mr. Charles Page, 
United States Consul in Switzerland im 
1865, saw its great commercial possibilities. 
Switzerland was then the most famous of 
all milk-producing countries. Mr. Pago 
started a condensing faetory at, Cham, in tte 
centre of a milk-producing area, and thus 
laid the foundation of tho Anglo-Swiss 
Condensed Milk Company, whieh now has 
factories all over the world, five of them 
being in England. sis 

What Gail Borden did for milk, Lielig 
and Pettenkufer did for meat in the middle 
of the .19th century. ‘They discovered a 
method of ‘extracting the soluble material by 
means of warm water, and evaporating the 
broth so obtained till Ub. of extract equalled 
25]Ihs. of solid meat. 

These two ‘achievements, the condensing 
of milk and meat, have proved to be in- 
valuable, not only at: home, but to ail 
people dwelling in inaccessible places, and 
to travellers on land and sea the whole 
world over. M.B.

INNER HISTORY OF 
THE WAR. 


| —+—~ 
‘COMMANDANT BUGNET’S 
-_ REMARKABLE BOOK. 
——- - 
(By CULLEN TYNAN). 


NCE, perhaps, in a hundred years, is 
born a man whose name is, in the 
fulness of time, carried by the hippenings 
of an hour to the four corners of the 
earth. Such a man was Ferdinand Foch, 
Marshal of France and Generalissimo of 
the greatest army the world has ever 
known. To-day, four weeks after his 
death, there is published a volume which, 
for the first time, gives an idea of the 
moral tenacity and fineness of character 
which made of him a leader amongst men. 
Commandant Bugnet, the author, was 
appointed aide-de-cump to Marshal Foch 
in 1921, and still held his appointment 
when his chief died: for eight years he 
fulfilled as friend and helper the dual 
role of confidant and servant. The 
outcome of this association is Kn Ecoutant 
Ie Maréchal Foch, which, with an 
English translation, ‘‘Foch Talks” 
(Gollancz: 7s. 6d. net), is published 
simultaneously in Paris and London. 
Jt is a book that will be read widely, 
and is briefly a history of Foch as 
confided by himself intermittently and in 
ordinary everyday conversation, added to 
from the author’s own personal knowledge 
and observation. Although it commences 
in. the post-war period, the conversations 
constantly recurring, take the reader back 
to the days of the war, and not only deal 
with many of the questions and problems 
with which Foch was faced from 1914 to 
1918, but also reveal for the first time 
many secrets and unexpected occurrences 
behind the scenes. 


INTIMATE PORTRAITURE. 


Let me say at once that the author 
succeeds where he might easily bave 
tailed ; not only is the book well written, 
but there are throughout its pages the ring 
of truth and a rare quality of vividness. 
The excellence and charm of portraiture is, 
to my mind, due, in no small part, to th: 
fact that the author, following the method 
of Boswell, makes Foch talk as much as 
possible in his own person. There are, 
nevertheless, delightful passages and 
phrases in which Foch had no word: the 
conversations are interposed with shrewd 
comments and charmingly couched descrip- 
tions which mark the author as a 
biographist of no mean ability. 

It is in his portraiture of the Marshal 
that he excels particularly. There are 
little thumbnail sketches of the man, 
sturdy in frame, seeming to grip the very 
ground on which he walked so staidlyv 
but yet so confidently; or busy with his 
thoughts as he plans his day’s work while 
shaving in the early morning. We see 
him as a very ordinary person cutting a 
notch on his wooden penhandle so that he 
may not loose it, or puffing contentedly at 
his pipe in the cool of an evening. There 


is, too, an excellent description of the 


sparsely furnished office, where no picture 
or ornament adorned the walls, and of a 
man with a passion for work seated af a 
narrow desk which has on three sides of 
it an ever rising rampart of books. Nov 
is it possible to. overlook the pen-picture 
of the tirei Marshal, wearied by a long 
battle, which, though it brought him 
victory, could not give him sleep since he 
had no blankets. 

The* personality of Foch is, however, 
best, revealed in his own everyday speech. 
A stern taskmaster to himself, he was no 
less so to others. Demanding that his 
staff should vet through the maximun 
amount of work, he warns them: 

“if vou are capable you must do the 
work. If you are not capable you must say 
so and leave me.” 

Nor was he lavish with compliments or 

raise : ' 

“When I say nothing, it is because things 
are going smoothly.” 


COMMENT AND EPIGRAM. 


His phrases and methods of expression 
savour often too of epigram. Of a 
politician he says: 

“He is an eel. 
macaroni.”” 

And agais, urgis:g the establishment of 
a jumping-off point before an offensive: 

“Like a parsot elimbing a ladder we must 
get a firm grip on one rung before reaching 
out for the next.” 

Although he confessed to his biographer 
that he had never read much, and that 
he knew nothing of the works of 
Anatole F:ance, with licltle speech Foch 
could himself convey muah. He goes 
with Madame Foch and General Weygand 
to revisit the Marne battlefield, where, 
from the 6th to the 15th of September, 
1914, at the head of the 9th Army, he 
held the invader and drove the German 
Imperial Guard into the marshes. 

“With eyes looking far away,’’ says 
Bugnet, “and his mind busy with crowding 
memories, Foch goes slowly over the well- 
known ground, stopping here and there with 
little pauses which seem like Stations of the 
Cross memorable for some great feat of 
heroism or painful memory. 

““Near one dip in the grovnd he said: 
‘Whole battalions plunged into this in th. 
belief that they had foynd a shelter. It 
was a furnace. They melted like wax.’ 

‘Again after we had crossed a _ tiny 
bridge, never dreaming of the part it played, 
he told us. ' That was the only. crossing. 
We had to guard that at all costs. Corpses 
piled up in heaps. It became _ im- 
passable we 

Having lived through all the bloodiness 
and terrors of the war, Foch was an 
advocate of peace, but he did not wish the 
war to be forgotten, much less the lesson 
which it taught his countrymen. 

“We must,” he says, “in every town 
erect a monument to the dead, otherwise in 
fifty years’ time no one will remember thew. 
It should be a monument on the principal 
square, and every time the troops go ly 
they should march past it with military 
honours. On public holidays the troops should 
be reviewed there. The children will ge* 
to know and ask why it is there.... . 
They must remember.’’

WAR DISCLOSURES, 


Much of the book is devoted to the 
inner history of the war, as seen from the 
French angle. The unending conflict 
between the soldiers and the politicians, 
the interference of statesmen in military 
matters, the petty jealousies and rebuffs, 
the conflicts and arguments, all these are 
described. There are revelations that gu 
to show how easfly the Alliegwnight have 
Jost the war; how narrow was the escape 
when the duality of command all but led 
to disaster and how that disaster was only 
avoided because Sir John French 
interpreted broadly Kitchener's instrué- 
tions that he should not place himself 
under the orders of a French general. 

Of Foch’s own removal from command 
after the failure of an attack on the 
Somme, and of the last year of the war. 
when the operations were being conducted 
by a committee of politicians, and when 
it was actually suggested that Clemenceau 
should be appointed to the supreme 
command, both Foch and his biographer 
have also much to say. Reading the 
account as given here it is difficult to 
imagine bow the panic-stricken politicians 
would e acted after the débdcle of the 
21st of March 1918, had not Haig given 
them the chance of saving their faces by 
telephoning for ‘‘ someone to take charge 
of the war,” and then suggesting Foch 
as leader of a unified command. 

When, in the end, Foch was placed in 
charge of all the Allied Armies three 
people shook their heads. To Clemenceau, 
who said: “ Well, you have had your own 
way, Foch replied, “ Yes! A nice mess! 
You give me a lost battle and tell me to 
win it.” To his wife, anxious at seeing

The Detective’s Decalogue. 


I have been enjoying ‘‘ The Best Detec- 
tive. Stories of the ai 1928 '”' (KEaber 
and Gwyer, 7s. 6d. net) this week—a 
collection of twenty tules, of which the 
best, as I think, are by Britten Austin, 
Denis MacKail, K. R. G. Browne and 
Keiman Frost, with 
Mrs. Christie some- 
what behind her best 
form, and other 
writers good in their 
various ways. Father 
Ronald Knox, in a 
foreword, discusses 
the rules for a per- 
fect detective story. 
He insists on a 
murder, which must 
have been committed 
before the tale opens, 
and proposes a de- 
calogue for detective 
authors. 

(1) The criminal 
must be someone, mentioned in the early 
part of the tale; (2) no supernatural 
agencies; (3) not more than one secret 
room. or passage; (4) no hitherto undis- 
covered poison, or appliances requiring 
long scientific explanations (5) no China- 
men; (6) no accidents may help the 
detective, nor may he have unaccountable 
intuitions; (7) the detective must not 
commit the crime himself; (8) he must 
not light on clues which are concealed 
from the reader; (9) the Watson must be 
only slightly more stupid than the average 
reader; (10) no twin brothers or other 
doubles without due preparation for them, 
and no prodigious powers of disguise 
except among criminals who are stated to 
be accustomed to making up for the stage. 


16th Century Ireland. 


Lytton Strachey’s ‘‘ Elizabeth and 
Essex ’’ is an absorbing book, and when 
I came to the part dealing directly witb 
Ireland I pricked up my ears, metaphori- 
cally speaking. He gives the impression 
of a wild country and a wild people; he 
describes Essex as being overcome hy the 
strange soft land, a Jand where anything 
may happen, where witches may ride on 
broomsticks, and where men gamble away 
their fortunes and their lives. It was 
interesting to compare this account of 
16th century Ireland with that given by 
Mrs. Stopford Green in “The Making 
of Ireland and its Undoing.’’ She says in 
the preface of that book that “a series 
of entries in home and foreign authorities 
reveals an extensive and various European 
commerce carried on continuously through- 
out the Middle Ages.’’ It is almost im- 
possible to quote from the wealth of 
material, but the following may servesas 
an illustration of the state of the 
country:—‘‘Treland, in fact, was a 
country of active and organised industry, 
with skilled manufacturers and a wide 
commerce.”’ 


Medieval Ireland. 


The picture given in Mis Green’s 
book of medieval Galway is a par- 
ticularly inviting one. Her markets held 
Irish cloaks, cloth, blankets, linen, sajl- 
cloth and ropes, leather, gloves, shoes, 
baskets, carts, chests and boxes, etc., 
with all kinds of skins, and cheese, butter 
and honey. Galway, in the 16th century, 
was one of the greatest ports in the 
British Isles. Its streets were lined with 
houses all of ‘‘hewed stone—garnished 
with fair battlements,’’ all thatch 
straw forbidden, some of the houses 
‘built in the Spanish fashion, with 
ranges of stone balcony windows and 
marble doors.’’ Limerick was “a 
wondrous proper city, and it may be 
called Little London from the situation 
and the plenty.” In Waterford the 
people were “ very civil—and full of in- 
dustry.”” Not so much dreaminess or 
barbarism, after all, in this medieval 
l1reiand !

Country Waiters. ' 


There is a waiter at Carmody’s Hotel, 
k-nnis, known over the South of Ireland 
as ‘* Niartin.’’ I once saw him serve 
lLyoewlhfast to three English tourists. A 
discussion arose between the Englishmen 
as io the size of Ennis. One of them 
turned to Martin and said, “ What is 
the population of this town?’’ Without 
moving a muscle, he replied, ‘‘ Ennis, sir, 
is a cathedral city, situated on the 
banks of the Fergus, twenty miles from 
the town of Limerick.’’

The other day I boarded a Dalkey ‘bus 
at Pembroke road, and soon learned that 
I was to be an unwilling participant in a 
road race along a thoroughfare that was 
far too narrow and congested for reckless 
driving.

A Vanished Landmark. 


There use to be at the corner of Monks- 
town Hospital grounds at the Richmond 
Hill side a very interesting old well 
which I am sorry to see has disappeared. 
It was known as Jugge’s well, and before 
the Vartry pipe supply was laid on it 
supplied the residents of the district with 
water. 

In those days the water carriers came 
to the well with carts on which were 
placed large oak water butts in which 
the water was taken away for distribu- 
tion. Many of the ships that entered 
Kingstown harbour secured their fresh 
water from Jugge’s well, and sailing 
vessels in particular preferred that water 
because it had the property of keeping 
fresh for a long time. 


A Peculiar Feature. 


The approach to ths well was divided 
from the hospital grounds by a wall 
that no longer exists. There were five 
or six stone pillars set at the inner edge 
of the footpath. These stones prevented 
animals, such as horses or cows, from 
getting at the water, but allowed people 
to squeeze through. There were then five 
stone steps leading to a flat approach, 
and two more steps on the edge of 
the well itself. 

The well was about six feet deep, and 
a peculiar feature about it was that the 
water was always up to the level of the 
top step yet never overflowed. The water 
was exquisitely clear and cook even on 
the hottest summer’s day. 


A Sad Calamity. 


When the Vartry water supply was laid 
on to Monkstown, Jugge’s well began to 
fall into disuse, and it was finally done 
away with about twenty years ago owing 
to an unfortunate accident that occurred. 

There was a local worthy by the name 
of Billy Carney, who had the habit of 
going every night to get. a drink of the 
water before he retired to bed. But, like 
the pitcher, he went to the well once too 
often, for one morning he was found in 
the well, feet uppermost, with. the 
rest of his body in the water. 
It was surmised that in stooping 
to Jift up some of the water in 
his cupped hand he had over-balanced 
and plunged into the well head foremost, 
and that he was drowned before he could 
extricate himself. 


A Famous Literary Partnership.

““ Peelers.” 


The London Metropolitan Police Force 
celebrates its centenary this year, it is 
a hundred years old and still going strong. 
It is of some interest, therefore, to recall 
that it was in Dublin that the nickname 
‘‘ Peeler’’ was first given to a policeman. 
From 1812 until 1818 Sir Robert Peel 
was Chief Secretary for Ireland, and 
during that period established a body of 
trainedemen to take the place of the old 
City of Dublin Watch. He called these 
men ‘‘ Police’’ and “ Constables,’’ terms 
which conveyed practically no meaning to 
ordinary people at the time. The Greek 
word for “civil government’’ and the 
Latin word for a ‘‘ Knight of the Stable”’ 
were not familiar to the vocabulary of 
Mabbot street or the North quays. And 
so the policeman came to be called a 
‘‘ Peeler,’’ because he was appointed by 
Sir Robert Peel. A few years later, in 
1829, when a similar force of men was 
organised in London, the Whitechapel 
youths found a different nickname for 
them and called them ‘‘ Bobbies,’”’ from 
Sir Robert Peel’s Christian name. Sir 
Robert was a man whose name lent itself 
to many nicknames, and it is not surpris- 
ing that because of his political opinions 
he was often known in Dublin as 
‘* Orange-Peel.”’

The West Clare Railway is now under 
Great Southern control, and all trains 
run promptly to time. On some parts of 
the system motor trains are in operation.

CERTIFICATE OF 
“ PRATIQUE.”

CUSTOMS PRECAUTIONS. 


_—

T is not, I think, generally known that 

all ships arriving in the Irish Free 
State from foreign ports are subject to 
stringent restrictions by the Customs 
authorities regarding the health of the 
passengers and the crew. These re- 
strictions also apply to ships arriving 
from Great Britain and ports in Northern 
Ireland, though as regards vessels from 
such ports the inspection may be con- 
sidered as a mere Customs formality. 

When the captain has answered the 
usual questions regarding the health of 
his ship, ‘‘ Pratique”’ is granted. This 
is a licence, signed by the Customs beard- 
ing officer, permitting him to hold inter- 
course with the shore or to trade. He 
must produce this certificate or licence to 
the Collector of Customs and Excise when 
he reports the arrival of his ship at the 
Custom House. 

The Certificate of “ Pratigue ” is in the 
following terms ;:— “I hereby certify that 
I have examined ——, master of a vessel, 
called the , lately arrived from ——, 
and that it appears by the ‘verbal,’ 
‘sworn’ or ‘affirmed’ answers of the said 
master to the questions put to him that 
there has not been on board during the 
voyage any infectious disease demanding 
detention of the vessel, and that she is 
free to proceed.”’ | 

If, however, there has been infectious 
disease on board during the voyage, this 
fact is mentioned on the ‘‘ Pratigue, but, 
if all the consequent requirements . have 
been attended to, the vessel is free to 
proceed. It is specifically stated by the 
Customs authorities that “ Pratique”’ 
does not exempt a vessel from any require- 
ments which may be made by the medical 
oficer of the local sanitary authority. 


“SUSPECTED” SHIPS. 


A ship which is ‘infected’ or 
‘‘ suspected ’’ within the meaning of the 
Public Health Act must, as soon as 
she is within three miles of any 
part of the coast of the United 
Kingdom or is within the limits of 
a port, show the following signals :—-(1) 
At the masthead, or where it can be best 
seen during the whole of the time between 
sunrise and sunset, a day signal consist- 
ing of a large flag of yellow and black, 
borne quarterly; or (2) at the peak or 
other conspicuous place where it can be 
best seen, and at a height of not jess than 
twenty feet above the hull of the ship 
during the whole of the time between sun- 
set and sunrise, a night signal, consisting 
of three lights, which shal! be arranged 
at a distunce of not less than six feet 
apart, in the form of an _ equilateral 
triangle, and of which the light at the 
apex of the triangle shall be white and 
the other lights at the base of the triangle 
shall be red in colour. 

Naturally, ships displaying = such 
dangerous signals will receive a very wide 
berth by other vessels. 

Ships in quarantine are detained until 
they can show a clean bill of health. 
Incidentally, the word ‘‘quarantine’’ is 
derived from the French uarantaine. 
meaning “a period of forty days.” In 
modern times, however, ships are not 
usually detained for so long a period. As 
a matter of fact, they are generally re 
leased when they have been disinfected 
and when the patients have been re- 
moved to hospital, and the '' suspects "’ or 
“contacts’’ effectively isolated until all 
danger of infection is over. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF RATS. 


If the replies of the captain or the 
ship’s surgeon to the Customs officer's 
questions are not considered satistactory, 
or if the presence of dead rats on board is 
reported, the ship may be ordered to be 
moored or anchored at a certain distance 
from the shore, and may be placed in 
quarantine pending a full] investigation of 
all the facts. It frequently happens that 
dead rats are an indication that they have 
been infected with bubonic plague. lí 
such is the case, the ship must be fumi- 
gated, and every effort must be made to 
prevent live rats from crawling or Jumping 
or swimming ashore. Certain contri- 
vances are now affixed to mooring ropes 
and cables to prevent rats from leaving 
any “ship from foreign,’’ when in port. 

Vessels in quarantine must obey all in- 
structions issued by the Customs officers 
or the local medical officers of health. 
Intercourse with the shore is prohibited, 
and neither passengers nor crew may leave 
the ship without the permission of the 
proper officer. Until 1896 vessels were 
only placed in quarantine for cholera, 
plague and yellow fever. Now, however, 
smallpoew and other dangerous infectious 
diseases render a ship liable to detention 
under the Public Health Acts. 

It is by the adoption of these stringent 
regulations that the Customs authorities 
saleguard the health of the British Isles 
against the introduction of various dread 
diseases which are epidemic abroad, 
particularly in eastern countries. We are 
thus in the fortunate position of being 
able to give vessels clearing outwards “' for 
foreign’’ a clean bill of health. Further- 
more, masters are enjoined by the Board 
of Trade to warn their crews, when enter- 
ing foreign ports where plague is 
prevalent, against the risk of infection. 
They are also cautioned not to permit the 
men to drink intoxicants or to frequent 
low saloons. In certain ports the masters 
very wisely prohibit all shore leave.

CORK, Sunday. 

It may be recalled that last summer the 
effort to promote a yacht race from 
Southampton to Queenstown proved un- 
availing, although an attractive pro- 
gramme, extending over ten days, had 
been arranged for the visiting yachtsmen. 
Cups and prizes were presented for races 
to and from various points along the Cork 
coast, but, owing to lack of support, the 
event fell through. Despite this set-back, 
however, a farther attempt to revive in- 
terest in yachting at Cork Harbour will 
be made during the coming season, and 
high hopes are entertained of its success. 

Speaking at the last meeting of the Cork 
Tourist Development Association, Mr. H. 
P. F. Donegan, one of the most en- 
thusiastic yachtsmen in the South of 
Ireland, described the Cork MHaroour 
course as second to none in the country, 
from a cruising point of view.  “ There 
are many difficulties in the way of pro- 
moting a yachting season in Cork,’ he 
added, “but I have every hope that we 
will be able to get a fleet here next July.” 

Mr. Donegan, who recently addressed a 
meeting of Dublin Bay yachtsmen, added 
that all the local boats would be available, 
and there would be six vessels from Dublin 
and a few from England. 


WOOLLEN MILLS REVIVAL. 


Mr. C. P. McCarthy, the President oí 
the Society of Incorporated Accountants in 
Ireland, holds optimistic views regarding 
the effect of the tariff recently imposed 
in the Irish Free State on imported 
woollens. ‘If the present position be 
maintained,”’ he declared at the last meet- 
ing of the Cork Rotary Club, ‘‘I am ol 
opinion that within twelve months irom 
now approximately one thousand extra 
persons will find employment in our 
mills.”’ i 

Mr. McCarthy refuted any suggestions 
that Irish mills did not, could not, and 
would not, make suitable cloths, and 
quoted figures indicating that indifference 
or prejudice on the part of the general 
public were to a large degree responsible 
for the serious decline in the production 
of the mills. 

The Southern province is very largely 
concerned in this hoped-for revival in the 
industry, as, of a total number of forty- 
one mills in the whole of Ireland, seven- 
teen are situated in Munster, nine of these 
being in County Cork. 

Mr. McCarthy suggests that the Govern- 
ment publications do not disclose the real 
position of unemployment in the industry, 
as partial employment in the mills had 
been continuous since 1924, and for the 
three months preceding the imposition of 
the tariff the employment offered to the 
reduced staffs did not mean full time for 
more than fiity per cent.

POLICE CHANGES IN 
DUBLIN. 


DIVISIONS INTERCHANGE 
HEADQUARTERS. 


The transfer of the Detective Divisior ol 
the Dublin Metropolitan Guards from the 
Detective Office in Pearse street to offices 
formerly used by the Prisons Board in Dublin 
Castle is now complete, while the head- 
quarters of the “ B' Division, under Super- 
intendent O’Gorman, has also been changed 
from the Castle to the ‘‘ College ' station in 
Pearse street. The uniformed force has taken 
over all the quarters vacated by the detective 
braneh, and in future there will not be two 
sections of this branch. Throughout Saturday 
morning and afternoon motor. lorries were 
used to remove office furniture and personal 
property of the plain clothes men from Pearse 
street to the Castle. Superintendent Ennis, 
chief of the detective branch, personally 
superintended the transfer. 

Up to the beginning of 1915 the offices of 
the detective branch, then the “G ”' Division 
of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, were 
situated in Exchange court, off Dame street, 
while one section of the ‘‘B’’ Division was 
quartered in the College street barracks. On 
completion of the building in Pearse street 
(then Great Brunswick street) the two bodies 
moved into different parts of the building, 
the “B” Division remaining there ever 
since in what was called, and still is called. 
the ‘‘ College station.’’ 

In 1923 the “G' Division was amal- 
gamated with the Criminal Investigation 
Department, which had been set up in 1922, 
with offices in Oriel House, Westland row, 
and with Captain Moynihan at its head, to 
deal with the situation which arose after the 
Truce.

MOTOR CYCLING. 


NORTH-WEST “ 200.” 
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SCRATCHMEN DO BADLY IN 
LONDONDERRY RACE, 


The inaugural read race of the City of Derry 
and District Motor Club was brought to issue on 
Suturday under very agreeable weather conditions 
The distance of the event was a little short of two 
hundred miles, being made up of eighteen circuits 
and a lap of 11 miles 130 yards. Starting on the 
cutskirts of Portrush, the course ran to the south 
of the town, and then along the coast to Port- 
stewart and inland to Colerame. returning to the 
starting point. It proved to be a quick, safe reir. 
cut, but, although devoid of anything in the nature 
of fills, it was net as fast as anticipated. 

The fastest lap, which was done by Percy Hunt, 
of teywood, who twice won the amateur road race 
in the Isle of Man, was at a speed of 70.56 miles 
per hour, while the fastest time for the full dis 
tance was 66.93 miles per hour. The latter dis 
tiretion was secured by G. BE. Nott, Coventry, who 
4 year ago won the road race at Athy, and has 
since figured prominently in international events, 
To anticipate, it may be said that Nott wag the 
only one of the backmarkers who emerged from 
ihe race with distinction. Hunt. who shared the 
$0 secs. mark with him. retired after eleven laps; 
Ó W, Johnston (1 min.) did-seven laps, while the 
, scratehmen, Stanley Woods and H. @. Tyrell 
smith, did two and nine laps, respectively. Mecha- 
nieal troubles were the cause of all these retire 
the race being free from accidents of any 


handicap was won by a Belfast rider, W. J 
racken, who. on a 348 c.c.. Velucetle, ran out 
an easy winner by the big margin of 7 mins. 15 
OCS ‘Cracken had 20 mins. start, and when he 
took the lead at the end of three-quarters of the 
distance by covering a lap at 67.44 miles per hour, 
it was clear that none of the backmarkers whe 
still going could overtuke him. The next 
riders -! M'Ouigu, Coleraine (246 ¢.c, 
Zenith), W. H. TT. Meagween, Whitehaven (346 c.c. 
JA.P.) and J. W. Shaw, Belfast (349 ex Nor. 
ton)—were brought nicely together, a time interval 


of 2 mins, 24 secs, covering the trio, but the only 
shortmark man to finish, G. E. Nott, was 16 mins. 
24 secs. behind the winner, and had nearly two 


laps to do when M’Cracken finished. 
Of the thirty-five entrants, four were non-starters, 


and eight of them went the full distance, This 
wes in or about the proportion of finishers ex. 
rected, for the high speeds in these events find 


out the mechanical weaknesses of the machines, It 
is notable that only one machine of the 600 ¢.c. 
category finished, while of the remaining seven, five 
were of the 350 e.c. class, the others being a 
174 ¢.c. machine, which had only to do 16 of 
the 18 laps and got a start of 53 minutes: in 
addition, and a 246 c.c. Zenith. 

The scratch-men, Stanley Woods and = Tyrell 
Smith, may be said to have been out of the race 
from the start. Both experienced difficulty in 
vetting away.

The War Debts. 


Mr. Philip Snowden’s remarkable speech 
in the House of Commons last week has 
aroused a storm of controversy throughout 
Europe, while it also has received much 
comment in the United States. It was an 
unfortunate speech, from every point of 
view, and, although Mr. Snowden has 
mended his hand since it was delivered, a 
very bad impression has been created by 
bis threat t6 denounce the debt settle 
ments that have been made by Britain 
with her Continental Allies. Mr. Snowden 
now declares that the idea of “ repudia- 
tion ” never entered him mind. Following 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s_ cue, he 
announces that, if the Labour Party 
secures office, it will 
decessor’s obligations to the full; but he 


honour its pre- 


‘insists that the Conservative Government's 


debt settlements not only with France and 
Italy, but also with the United States, are 
“iniquitous’’ bargains, by virtue of 
which the British taxpayer has been 
saddled with a totally unnecessary burden. 
The Churchill-Bérenger arrangement, by 
which the French debt to Britain has been 
refunded, has not yet been ratified by the 
French Parliament, and Mr. Snowden 
makes no secret of the facet that, if it is 
not ratified by the time when the 
Socialists obtain office again, he will do 
everything in his power to secure its revi- 
sion on terms more advantageous to the 
British Treasury. All the controversy 
concerning war debts arises irom 
famous Balfour Note of 1922. At that 
time the Government of the United States 
was bringing strong pressure to bear on 
Britain to repay the debt which she had 
contracted during the war, not for her own 
purposes, by the way, but for the further 
use of her Continental Allies who were un- 
able to raise credits in the United States 
At this time 
was 


own accounts, 
Britain’s liability to Washington 
exactly £850,000,000, while she was owed 
something like £2,000,000,000 by European 
debtors. The Earl of Baliour then 
enunciated his famous principle—namely, 
that Britain would require her aebtors to 
pay her only enough to discharge her own 
obligation to the United States. , 

Mr. Snowden takes the view that the 
Balfour Note was issued in the hope that 
it would make a favourable impression 
in Washington, and that, in consequence, 
the United States Treasury would be pre 
pared to give Britain easy terms. When 
Mr. Baldwin went to America, however, 
he found that the representatives of the 
United States were determined to recover 
the debt to the last penny, and he made 
an agreement to repay the entire sum at 
a rate of interest rising to ós per cent. 
The effect of this settlement is that 
Britain actually will pay the United 
States the sum of £2,200,000,000 over a 
period of sixty-two years. When the 
European debts came to be settled France 
owed Great Britain £600,000,000 and 
Italy owed her £560,000,000. On the 
basis of Mr. Baldwin’s bargain with 
Washington, France ought to have paid 
£1,500,000,000 and Italy £1,400,000,000 
over a sixty-two-year period; but in fact 
the amounts which they will pay are 
£800,000,000 and £248,000,000 respec- 
tively. The difference, of course, will be 
borne by the British taxpayer. .. Mr. 
Snowden also points out that during the 
we France raised some £52,000,000 of her 
war loan in Britain. This loan was in 
francs, and consequently, when .i. 
Poincaré stabilised French currency at 
120 francs to the pound sterling, British 
capital and interest were reduced in 
effect by four-fifths of their original

| value. These facts undoubtedly are true, 


but they do not justify Mr. Snowden’s 
almost calamitous statement. Britain's 
financial munificence has helped Europe 
to regain its feet after the war, and, if 
the United States: had acted with equa! 
generosity, the world to-day would be in 
a very much happier position. Britain 
has made certain bargains, They must be 
observed. Any attempt to revise them 
would do incalculable harm to British 
credit, which at present stands at a higher 
level than that of any other nation in 
the world.

Tourist Prospects. 

, The report of the Irish Tourist Associa- 
tion, to be laid before the annual meeting 
of that body to-morrow, says that a revenue 
of at least £3,000,000 may be expected from 
this year’s tourist traffic in the Irish Free 
State. A number of events of great inter- 
national interest will take place in Dublin 
or its neighbourhood this year. Persons 
who cross the Channel or the ocean 
to be present at the celebrations of the 
Centenary of the Catholic Emancipation 
Act in June, or to witness the Inter- 
national Motor Race in July, may be ex- 
pected to prolong their stay in this 
country and to visit the principal scenes 
of interest. The Dublin Horse Show and, 
later in the year, Dublin’s ‘‘ Civic Week,” 
will provide occasions for the visit of other 
holiday-makers. All these events, there- 
fore, ought to swell the volume of business 
enjoyed by the hotels and transport 
agencies, if not to cast upon them an un- 
precedented task. Never before, perhaps, 
was it more important that paing should 
be taken to provide good service and to 
establish a favourable fame. This year 
will broadcast Ireland’s reputation, either 
as a land restored to its old-time 
hospitality and newly distinguished by 
good and inexpensive accommodation, or 
as a land which still fails to offer those 
amenities which make travel pleasant. It 
is. comforting to learn that North and 
South are working together towards the 
improvement of the common traffic. At 
last week's luncheon in Belfast of the 
Ulster Tourist Development Association, 
the corresponding Free State body was 
toasted, and Viscount Craigavon said that 
the prosperity of all Ireland was ever his 
earnest desire. This year’s influx of 
visitors, we may hope, will give North and 
South fresh opportunity for co-operation 
and mutual! aid. 

A protest is made in the Irish Tourist 
Association’s report against the ‘‘increas 
tendency’’ to disfigure the Irish 
countryside with hoardings. This is a 
matter of common concern to North and 
South, and we should like to see a nation- 
wide movement for the salvation of 
Ireland's natural beauty—not from hoard- 
ings alone, but also from all those other 
eyesores which modern conditions are 
multiplying. An example of what might 
be done, and what ought to be done, by 
educated Irishmen is furnished by the 
first report of the Association for the 
Preservation of Rural Scotland. This 
body was formed less than two years ago. 
It has received the support of numbers 
of the leading figures in Scottish social 
and intellectual Jife, and more than a 


ing 


score of societies representing science, 
learning, art, commerce, transport, sport 
and agriculture have lent it their earnest 
aid. Among the activities of the Associa. 
tion already has been a campaign to pro- 
mote the practise of regional planning, 
in which, the report says, ‘‘there lies 
the key to the main groundwork of rural 
preservation.”? Negotiations were held 
with the Ministry of Transport in regard 
to the new high road through Glencoe, and 
‘ will keep a close watch on the opera 
tions,’’ in order to prevent injury to a 
famous ___ scene. Great hydro-electric 
schemes are afoot in Scotland and ‘1,000 
square miles of some of the finest scenery 
in Scotland ” are said to be affected. The 
Association is laying before members of 
Parliament the danger of the disfigure- 
ment of beauty spots by the intrusion of 
large dams, pipe-lines, power-stations and 
transmission towers, “and their wholesale 
interference with the amenities of locks 
and rivers for private gain.” Unsightly 
hoardings have been removed from various 
spots by the Association’s agency. The 
planting of trees in bare places is being 
promoted. Other subjects which engage 
this patriotic body’s attention are river 
pollution, ‘‘the squatter nuisance,’ the

Sky-Scrapers, 


No visitor to the United States fails to 
be impressed by his first sight of an 
American city with its stupendous build- 
ings. The European almost is over- 
whelmed by a vastness that seems hostile 
to human life. If he had not expected 
such sights he might imagine himself in 
Brobdingnag or in ancient Atlantis of the 
legends. The skyscrapers are neither 
“marble nor the gilded monuments of 
princes’: they are shops, clubs, hotels, 
hospitals and commercial offices. The 
fa.t that they have een erected purely 
for utility and that their construction 
has been influenced by municipal 
“zoning’’ laws has not detracted from 
their originality. A writer in The Times 
makes an interesting survey of American 
skyscrapers. “As the Egyptians 
demanded tombs,’’ he says, “the Greeks 
temples, the Romans amphitheatres, the 
Middle Ages cathedrals and Western 
Europe palaces,” so it is in build- 
ings which essentially belong to her 
present needs that America most 
conspicuously is successful. These build- 
ings, it must be remembered, have no 
forerunners. Some American architects 
have gone for inspiratiun to the Maya 
temples of Central America, but the 
modern skyscraper, with its huge staff of 
workers, is a new departure in the 
history of vivilisation’  Consciously 
“artistic” buildings seldom are signifi. 
cant from the point of view of the 
architect. 1t is remarkable that America’s 
commercial skyscrapers, which have been 
built for utility, have a beauty of design 
and effect which seldom is found in her 
churches and public buildings. It is diffi-

NICE, Sunday. 

The Free’ State Army team has done 
badly at the International Horse Show 
here, and there is no doubt that their 
horses are too heavy and unsuited for the 
course. 

Yesterday's events, three in number, 
consisted of nineteen hunting obstacles 
over a distance of 640 metres. 

The first event, the Prix de la Turbie, 
went to Lieutenant Stawnawski, mounted 
on Hannibal, and later on Readgled, who 
made both rounds without fault, his time 
for each being 1 minute 1 second.

Captain Campbell made a gallant, but 
vain, soon ig to-day to beat the world’s 
motor speed “'record ” of 231 miles an 
hour, which was set by Major Segrave on 
March 12th at Daytona Beach, Florida. 
Misfortune dogged his footsteps. 

In his first run this afternoon in a 
westerly direction the Blue Bird attained 
a speed of 224.58 miles an hour, and his 
speed in the second run eastward was 
212.51 miles an hour. His average speed, 
therefore, was 218.54 miles an hour. 


CARS ON THE TRACK. 

He first of all decided to make the 
attempt this morning. Everything was in 
readiness for the start. The giant racer, 
Blue Bird, was drawn out to its position, 
the wind died away, and, in fact, the 
conditions looked ideal. But the chance 
was missed owing to private cars straying 
on to the track. oe

Sir Maneckji Dadabhoy, a _ prominent

During the last twelve months Communist 
propaganda had done a considerable amount 
of mischief in the country. The poisonous 
doctrines of Communism had been absorbed 
by irresponsible Labour leaders, and they 
endeavoured, with the aid of a ceriain ciass 
of. credulous and. unthinking young men, to 
spread these doctrines throughout the length 
and breadth of the country. The Govern 
ment of India was quite alive to the situa 
tion, but only took action after great delay 


RECENT BOMB OUTRAGE. 

The cowardly bomb outrage in the As 
sembiy did a considerable amount of injustice 
to India as a nation which: based its tradi- 
tional reputation on the adoption of a non- 
violent pohcy, and also discredited Mr. 
Gandhi's propaganda in favour of non-violent 
non-co-operation. 

It would have been a great deal more satis- 
factory if the Public Safety Bill had been 
issued in September last as an ordinance, as 
it would, to a great extent, have averted 
political and industrial troubles in the 
country. 

NOT DOMINION STATUS.

Its recommendations re- 
garding the grant of Dominion status to India 
did not take into account the fact that one- 
third of India was under the government of 
native princes and rulers, and were incom- 
patible with the obligations and treaties 
signed by the Government of India in favour 
of these native States. It also overlooked 
ths important fact that: Dominion status was 
impossible .without a national Army and 
Navy.

“The second series of measures deals 
with ships coming from British territory 
where smallpox patients from India have 
been landed and are now under treat- 
ment. These measures have been dis 
cussed bv the Calais conference. As a 
result, the French Government has 
requested the British Government to 
secure the medica] examination, before 
they embark, of all passengers leaving 
England for the Continent. This will 

revent alterations of their route 
a passengers, and will increase 
the effectiveness of control. The 
necessary decision must be made by the 
British Government, and the British dele- 
gates at Calais have promised to obtain 
the reply of their Government by Tuesday 
next.”’ 


14 DAYS UNDER OBSERVATION. 

The French Government also has the 
right, by the Convention of 1926, to keep 
unvaccinated passengers under observation 
when they arrive in ships which have had 
no case of smallpox on board, but have 
come from territory in which there is an 
epidemic. To such passengers a special 
passport may be issued, which provides for 
cheir being kept under medical observ: tion 
for the period of fourteen days laid down 
in the International Convention. These 
measures do not require the assent of the 
British Government. They are being pre- 
pared as quickly as possible, and will 
come into force from tc-day (Sunday), 
April 21. 

The French Department of Health does 
not consider the vaccination of passengers 
before they disembark to be an adequate 
measure of protection, since it will not 
prevent the disease from appearing in 
persons in whom it is already in a state 
of incubation, and, therefore, will not pro- 
tect those with whom they may be brought 
into contact.

No movement was seen in or about thie 
building and after a short period of wait- 
ing several of the detectives crept up close 
to a ground floor window. An entry was 
quickly affected through the window and 
a man, who apparently had been on 
guard, was quickly overpowered. 


SLEEPERS AWAKENED. 

A search of the house followed and two 
other men were found sleeping in a bed 
in an upper room.

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SAD REVOLVER 


ACCIDENT. 


FATHER AND SON 
FOUND SHOT. 


DISCOVERY IN A POLLCE 
STATION,

Police Superintendent Charles Hayward, 
aged 56. and his son, the Rev. Thomas Frank 
Hayward, a curate at St. Marys Parish 
Church, Oldham, were found shot in dramatic 
circamstances at Runcorn (Cheshire) Police 
Station on Saturday. 

It is betieved that the eon was accidentally 
shot by his father, and that then the father 
became so distraught with the shock of his 
only son’s death that he turned the weapon 
upon himself and blew his brains out. 

The Rey. Frank Hayward had been etaying 
with his parents since Wednesday. He was 
accompanied by his fiancé, Miss Margaret 
j;. D. Mackintosh, youngest daughter of the 
Rev. Afneas Mackintosh, Vicar of Oldham. 
During the visit their engagement had been 
forma'ly announced, and the couple should 
have returned to Oldham on Saturday after- 
noon ‘The tragedy occurred shortly after 
mid-day. 


SHOT HEARD. 

Superintendent Hayward wae in the base- 
ment of the police station, which is used as a 
store and lumber room, putting together a 
Jarge number of firearms of all descriptions, 
which, over a long period, had been handed 
over to, or seized by, the police from’ people 
who had not got permits for them. They 
were to be sent to the police headquarters at 
(Chester on Saturday. A number of the 
revolvers were of a novel character. 

The son had been getting ready for his 
departure to Oldham when his father called 
him down to the storeroom, presumably to 
inspect the firearms which were -scattered 
over the table. It is believed that the son 
was bending down at the corner of the table 
examining a revolver, and the father was 
standing close by talking to him, with an- 
other revolver in his hand. The revolver 
held by Superintendent Hayward suddenly 
went off, the bullet striking the son in the 
temple and taking a downward course into 
his body. 

Police Sergeant Bell, who was on duty in 
the office upstairs, hearing the shot, ran 
downstairs to the store, and found the 
superintendent standing over his son. who 
was lving on the ground. The _ superin- 
tendent, who was in a pitiable state of dis- 
tress, said to Sergeant Bell—‘‘ There has been 
an accident; telephone to Dr. Murphy.”’ 

A SECOND SHOT 

The sergeant dashed upstairs, but before 
he could use the telephone there was another 
shot, and when he went back to the store- 
:oom the superintendent was lying on the 
eround by his son, shot through the temple. 
When Dr. Murphy arrived he found both 
father and son had died almost instantly 
after the shot. The revolver only contained 
two cartridges. The inquest will be held on 
Tuesday. 

The news of the tragedy created a great 
sensation in the district, where Superin- 
tendent Hayward was very popular. The 
flag at the Town Hall is flying at half-mast. 
At the Labour demonstration on Saturdav 
evening reference was made to the death of 
the superintendent, and the crowd stood bare- 
headed for two minutes as a token of respect. 
and a resolution of sympathy was passed 
with the relatives. 

Superintendent Hayward had been 
stationed for about eight years at Runcorn. 
The son was aged 31. He got his B.A. at 
Durham University, and after studying at 
Wells Theological College he was ordained 
in 1924, and became Curate of St. Thomas's, 
Leesfield, Ashton-under-Lyne. He was ap- 
pointed curate at Oldham Parish Church in 


1927.

URGENT HEALTH PROBLEMS. 


COST OF DISEASE IN THE FREE STATE, 


Hluminating statements on the public 
health conditions obtaining in the Irish 
Free State were*made to an /rish Times 
representative in an interview last Satur- 
day by Dr. Edward F. Stephenson, Chief 
‘Medical Adviser to the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health. 

Reviewing the results of the work of 
the Medical Officers of Health already 
appointed under the Local Government 
Act of 1925, Dr. Stephenson stated that 
there was an urgent necessity for the 
appointment of Medical Officers of Health 
in the various counties for which such 
provision has not yet been made. 

There was no reason, however, he added, 
for any despondency at the progress that 
had been made. The novelty of the posi- 
tion in this country and the adverse 
financial circumstances that prevailed in 
some of the counties had acted as de- 
terrents at the outset. The importance of 
the question and the necessity for whole- 
time health officers was not generally 
recognised. 

It is felt now that any further delay 
in their appointment cannot be condoned. 
There was no county in the Free State 
that was without special health problems 
calling for solution. Among those of the 
most pressing importance, . said Dr. 
Stephenson, were the eradication of 
typhoid fever and diphtheria, the preven- 
tion and correction of crippledom, the 
reduction of infant mortality, and the 
protection of women against the special 
dangers associated with child-birth. 

ORGANISED SUPERVISION. 

The continued high level of maternity 
mortality had been a matter of much con- 
cern to the Department of Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. The attention of 
local authorities had been called to the 
matter, and where the mortality rate was 
unduly high, as in Monaghan and ‘Limerick, 
they were being pressed to take immediate 
steps for the appointment of county medical 
officers of health. Under the provisions of 
the Local Government Act, 1925, the duties 
of the medical officers under the Midwives 
Act were transferred to the county medical 
officers of health, and it was evident from 
the mortality figures for the counties men- 
tioned that there was an incontestable need 
for the organised. supervision over midwifery 
practice. : 

The infection of typhus fever continued 
to smoulder in a few isolated districts, 
notably in Kerry, Galway and Donegal, and 
showed itself periodically by outbursts of 
the disease. ‘‘ Typhus,”’ he said, “is the 
typical louse-borne, infection, which modern 
science and sanitary reform have banished 
from the midst of progressive communities. 
These chronic areas of typhus infection are 
not alone a danger to the community, but 
are a reproach to our administration and a 
menace to the credit of the country. 
Additional legal powers for the delousing of 
contacts are given in the Public Health 
(Infectious Diseases) Regulations, 1929, and 
the precautions to be adopted for the pre- 
vention of the spread of the infection through 
the medium of vermin are defined. It is felt, 
however, that, as in.the case of diphtheria and 
typhoid fever, the complete eradication of 
typhus infection can only be effected by a 
well-organised campaign under the direction 
and supervision of a trained sanitarian. 

FEVER OUTBREAKS. 

An outbreak of typhus at Castleisland 
(three families) cost the ratepayers £513 15s., 
whilst the consequential expenditure is esti- 
mated at an additional £518. ‘The recent 
disastrous experiences at Carrick-on-Shannon, 
where some fifty residents contracted typhoid 
fever from a contaminated water supply, was 
largly due to the absence of an expert con- 
troller of the public health services, and 1s 
a striking example of the need for appointing 
county medical officers of health. 

THE COST OF RHEUMATISM. 

The ordinary infectious diseases, however, 
contribute but a small percentage of the dis. 
ablement and invalidity which press so 
heavily on the rates and on the funds of the 
approved societies. Valvular disease of the 
heart and all forms of rheumatism are 
especially prevalent in the Free State. The 
Registrar-General’s annual report shows that 
5,041 deaths were registered from heart dis- 
ease during the year 1927, an increase of 
375 on the figures of the previous year; and 
it can safely be stated that 50 per cent. of 
these cases originated in childhood and 
adolescence, and were due _ primarily to 
rheumatism; and that tonsillar sepsis, dental 
abscess and pyrrhea were important factors 
in their causation. 

The early discovery of dental defects and 
septic conditions of the tonsils is assured by 
the medical inspection of school children, 
and remedies for both these conditions are 
included as an integral part of school medi- 
cal service. There are, unfortunately, no 
statistics of the causes of invalidity and dis- 
ablement arising under the National Health 
Insurance Scheme in the Free State, but in 
England rheumatic. diseases are costing the 
approved societies nearly £2,000,000 a year 
in sick benefit, and the nation 3,000,000 
weeks of lost work. 

Trachoma and its complications are re- 
sponsible for a large proportion of the cases 
of defective vision on the Western seaboard, 
particularly in West Clare. This is a pre- 
ventible affection. ‘The pensions payable to 
persons in the Free State whose blindness is 
attributable to preventible causes amounts 
to £10,764 a year. 

EARLY SIGNS. 

The profits or losses of national health, 
however, cannot be estimated in monetary 
terms. Human happiness and capacity for 
work are bound up with physical health and 
fitness. As proclaimed in the final report on 
Medical Services in the Free State, “the 
health of the people is a prime consideration ; 
economies secured at the expense of the 
people's health is prodigal waste of a national 
asset.”” 

It is generally agreed that no other activity 
on the preventative side of public health 
administration gives a more direct return 
than the early diagnosis and treatment of 
children’s ailments. The cost per child treated 
is inconsiderable, while its ultimate effect to the 
individual and the community is immeasur- 
ably great, in addition to saving many from 
permanent incapacity. 

During the year 1928 approximately 12,000 
children were inspected in Dublin. Of these. 
7,000 had defects (one or more); 5,000 of 
these required treatment immediately and 
2000 were under observation; 2,245 were 
suffering from their tonsils, and of these 507 
required treatment and the remainder were 
put under observation; 1,433 suffered from 
defective vision, and of these 1,000 required 
treatment immediately and 433 were under 
observation. That did not include “' squints,”’ 
of which there were nearly 500 cases. There 
were also 630 cases of external eye affection. 
Of skin diseases, ineluding ringworm, there 
were 442 cases, 300 of which required urgent 
treatment and 142 were under observation. 
There were 227 cases of ear disease, of which 
142 required treatment and the remainder 
were under observation. 


EXPERIENCE IN CORK, 


In Cork the scheme has been in operation 
for five years, and the arrangements aye more 
fully developed. The supervision of the school 
medical officers extends over the pupils at 
39 schools. In 1928 in course of inspection 
(excluding dental defects) defective vision 
constituted the most numerous group, fol- 
lowed by enlarged tonsils and hy septic sores 
and minor injuries. Conditions of yncleanli- 
ness were detected in 17.5 per cent. of the 
children inspected, a slight improvement on 
the experience of the previous year, and 16.6 
per cent. were found to be below normal 
standard as a result of defeetive nutrition, 
School children were examined for their teeth 
to a total of 5,605, of whom 3,531 were found 
to require treatment. 

Towards the close of 1926 medical inspec- 
tion was imaugurated in Kildare, Offaly and 
Louth, and already 3,549 school children nave 
Leen examined in Kildare, 3,667 in Offaly, and 
$70 in Louth.

quiring more specialised treatment are sent to 
them. 

In Dublin the general aud specialised hos- 
pitals are availed of for the treatment of eyes, 
ears and throat, and dental clinics are held at 
the Carnegie Institute. The general hospitals 
and t!~ Kye, Ear and Throat Heapital are 
utilised also in Cork, and defective teeth are 
treated at the Dental Hospital. In the 
counties, visiting ophthalmic surgeons and 
surgeon dentists attend at the extern depart- 
ment of the County Hospital and at other 
convenient centres. Fifty per cent. of the 
cost of these services is borne by the State. 
This is a great saving on the rates, as, in 
the absence of school medical inspection. 
practically the entire cost of providing treat 
ment would fall upon the rates. 

Alter care and follow-up treatment is 
generally carried out through the district 
nursing societies and, where district nurses 
are not available, by whole-time school 
nurses. There are 125 district nurses in the 
Free State, and at the moment some six 
additional appointments are pending. 


A COUNTY SCHEME IN 
OPERATION. 


INSPECTION OF KILDARE 
SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


The medical inspection of school children 
was initiated in the County Kildare in July 
of Jast year, and by the end of the year a 
total of 1.887 children attending the schools 
of the county had been medically inspected. 

So fur, the scheme has been able to cover 
only a fraction of the school-going popula- 
tion; and while it would, therefore, be un- 
wise tu draw general conclusions from the 
partial resuits achieved, a striking necessity 
for extending the scope of the work has 
been revealed to the Health Visitors. 

County Kildare was one of the first coun- 
ties to recognise the necessity for the 
appointment of a County Medical Officer of 

ealth, Dr. J. A. Harbison, D.P.A., under 
whose supervision the inspection of the 
school children of the county is being 
carried out. The report which he has sub- 
mitted on the results oi the half-year’s work 
is a document full of pregnant facts, which 
are worthy the serious consideration of all 
interested in the health of the children of 
the Free State. 

Describing the method of inspection, Dr. 
Harbison says that all children attendiig 
the primary schools are first given a ful 
physical examination, after which grouping 
is considered. There are 94 schools in Kil- 
dare and about 8,000 pupils. The inspection 
takes place :n the schools on a suitable date 
arranged. At the commencement of the 
work parents were slow to attend; but, 
realising the importance of the parents’ in- 
terest in the work at its initiation, a circ.:- 
lar Jetter was addressed to them, which had 
the effect ot materially increasing the at- 
tendances at the inspections. 

CLOSING OF SCHOOLS. 

Dealing with infectious diseases, Dr. 
Harbison does not always favour the closure 
of schools in cases of epidemics. During 
the last year he says that closure was re- 
sorted to on only two occasions, both being 
in rural echools. The first was on account of 
á measles epidemic in a school where the 
majority of the pupils had not previously 
had measies, and the second Oui 
account of a sudden and severe 
epidemic of whooping cough, also 
among a non-immune population, The policy 
of. school closure has in the past been 
resorted to without due consideration of the 
purpose served. Often it was when the 
ieidennic had almost spent itself and the 
uneasiness in the district bad considerably 
reduced attendance. It was then given credit 
for checking the outbreak, which had run its 
natural course. A committee set up to in- 
vestigate this and kindred problems recently 
reported that ‘‘the closure of schools js an 
extremely clumsy, unscientific and unsatis- 
factory method of controlling epidemics 
among school children. It results not only 
in loss of school time and money, buat it fails 
to control, inasmuch as infected children are 
at large without restriction, and, therefore, 
spreading infection.’’ 

In a recent outbreak of diphtheria in 
Kildare a clamour for school closure was 
resisted. Daily medical inspections in the 
schools of the town were made, all contacts 
carefully supervised, and, where considered 
advisable, bacteriological examinations of 
throat swabs made. With the co-operation of 
the local medical officers and school staffs, 
the outbreak was controlled within a few 
weeks in a way that would not have been 
possible had school closure been effected. 

POVERTY AND DIRT. 

Commenting on the conditions found. the 
report states that the children with defective 
clothing and footgear were found mainly in 
the towns, 66 per cent. being in the Naas 
and Athy schools. Children who had foot. 
gear, but preferred coming to school bare- 
footed in the summer months, are included 
in these. In cases where sufficient clothing or 
footgear could not be provided through sheer 
sisi, the case was referred to the Jocal 
home assistance officer, The faults in cloth 
ing are usually lack of repair and over- 
clothing, 

Uncleanliness is a defect which is regarded 
all too lightly, and is much too frequently 
met. The fact that uncleanliness, much of 
it due to verminous head conditions, is re- 
ported in 445 out of 1,887 children, whose 
parents knew they were going to be in- 
spected, suggests that there is real need for 
a Cleanliness campaign among our school 
population. True, in many of these cases a 
combination of poverty, unemployment and 
bad housing, to which is added a poor men- 
tality, exist in some of the families, but the 
figures are capable of substantial reduction. 

The teaching of personal hygiene in the 
schools and the inculcation of healthy habits 
of ate is a vital necessary corollary to the 
establishment of a school medical inspection 
scheme. 

Malnutrition was evident in 170 children, 
or 9 per cent. of the total number of children 
inspected. 


DENTAL DEFECTS, 

1,018 children, or 54 per cent. of the total 
medically inspected, were found to have de- 
fective teeth. This, it was expected, would 
be the most frequently occurring single de- 
fect, and the need for dental treatment was 
met by the appointment of two part-time 
dental surgeons—one in the Naas area, who 
commenced duties in October; and one in the 
Athy area, who commenced duties in No- 
vember. Sessions are held fortnightly, and 
as the scope of medical inspections extends, it 
is hoped to establish further clincs. At first 
parents were slow to take advantage of the 
treatment provided, but there is now a more 
general demand among parents for dental 
treatment. 

1,146 children, or 61 per cent. of the total 
examined were unvaccinated. 153 children 
were suffering from defective vision, while 
584 children, -or just over 20 per cent. of the 
children examined, were found to have en- 
larged tonsils and adenoids. Fifty cases 
were marked ‘‘early operation imperative,” 
and 76 others were referred for operation to 
the county surgeon, 

The number of children found with en- 
larged cervical] gland was 225, most of which 
was shown to be caused by tonsils, adenoids, 
defective.teeth, and unclean heads. 

HEART DISEASE. 

1.2 per cent. of the children were suffering 
from organic heart diseuse. Most of these 
gave histories of acute rheumatic or other 
acute infective diseases. 

Under the head of mentally defective, 24 
children were found to be retarded by at 
least two years; five children were unfit for 
education in elementary schools and were 
admitted to an institution; two children were 
found with cleft palate. Seven per cent. 
suffered from anemia, 25 cases of bronchitis, 
and 45 cases of suspected tuberculosis were 
referred to the Tuberculosis Officer. 

. SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

Dealing with school accommodation, the 
report stated, according to the regulations in 
force of 10 square feet per pupil, there had 
not heen any cases of overcrowding. As to 
ventilation, the natural method was that 
exclusively adopted. Lighting was generally 
good, as also was heating; but the equip- 
ment, as far as desks were concerned, was 
mainly of obsolete type, and of the 62 
children suffering from marked postural 
defects the impression was that in the 
majority of cases the desks played a serious

No official candidate has yet been selected 
for North Antrim, in which there is a large 
Nationalist and Liberal vote. A deputation 
has persuaded Mrs. Montgomery to reconsider 
her decision not to allow her name to go 
before the Selection Commitiee, and she has 
now consented to be a candidate. 

A surprise has been sprung by the decision 
of Sir Robert Lynn to allow his name to be 
submitted for the Northern Parliament, 
although he is a prospective Unionist can- 
didate for the Imperial Parliament for County 
Antrim along with the Right Hon. Hugh 
O'Neill, who recently resigned the Speaker- 
ship of the Ulster House. 

he Liberal Party, it is understood, con. 
template putting forward seven or eight 
candidates. in Down and Antrim for the 
Northern Parliament and several for the 
British Parliament elections. 

The new ' Fourth” party, under the 
leadership of Mr. E. A. Hailwood, is con- 
templating contesting all the seats in Belfast 
for the British Parliament. It is understood 
that Mr. Hailwood will oppose Captain the 
Right Hon. Herbert Dixon in East Belfast, 
and that Lieutenant C. H. Clendenning will 
stand for West Belfast in opposition to Mr. 
W. E. D. Allen, the official Umionist cand. 
date. It is not improbable that Lieutenant- 
Colonel P. J. woods, M.P., may go forward 
in South Belfast in opposition to Mr. Stewart. 
Mr. Samuel McGuftin, a former member of 
both the Northern and British Parliaments, 
who has been selected as the efticial Unionist 
standard-bearer in the Shankill Division, will 
have a hard task to defeat Mr. Thomas 
Henderson, M.P., the Independent Umonisit 
candidate. 

While many of the Unionist candidates wil! 
have to fight for their seats in the Jvorthern 
Parliament, it is interesting to note that the 
Nationalist snembers, notwithstandin —— their 
loud condemnation of jerrymandering, will 
probably return to the Northern Parliament 
as strong as, if not stronger than, at the dis- 
solution with the least trouble of any of the 

arties, as the seats assigned to Nationalists 
ii large majorities for their party. 

TEMPERANCE AND EDUCATION. 

The main disturbing elements in the 
Unionist camp are the temperance question 
and the amendment of the Education Act, 
and in the handling of both it cannot be said 
that the Government has shown either 
wisdom or tact. There are already three 
temperance candidates in the field, and more 
are promised if the replies received from 
some of the official Unionist candidates to the 
temperance questionnaire are not considered 
satisfactory. This temperance opposition, it 
is believed, could have been avoided if the 
Prime Minister had shown any reasonable 
desire to meet the views of the large temper- 
ance element in the electorate. 

With regard to education, the position is 
hardly more satisfactory. The Minister of 
Education endeavoured to divide into two 
sections the proposals for amendment sub- 
mitted by the Committee of the Protestant 
Churches and the Grand Orange Lodge—one 
section has to do with the safeguarding of 
religion, and the other with administration. 

The Rev. William Corkey, one of the 
secretaries of the Protestant Church Com- 
mittee, has pointed out that it is not possibie 
to —* the proposals in this fashion. It 
is only by changes in the administration, he 
says, that religion can he safeguarded, par- 
ticularly in Derry aud the border areas. and 
even in Belfast if Roman Catholics, and also 
persons of no religious convictions, are to he 
precluded from taking part in the appoint- 
ment of teachers for Protestant children. 

Mr, Corkey declared that as Protestants 
they had just as much cause to fear the en- 
croachment of secularism and Bolshevism as 
to fear that the Roman Catholic Church 
would be placed in a position of advantage. 

_It is only right to add that the Roman 
Catholie Church never asked to be placed in 
the position that any member of their Church 
would have the right to take part in the 
appointment of teachers for Protestant chil- 
dren. The Roman Catholic Church is as much, 
if not more, opposed to the present Education 
Act metheds as are the Protestant Churches. 
_ The Minister of Education has promised to 
introduce an amending bill to insure that 
nothing shall interrupt the daily Bible in- 
siruction that is now being given and to safe- 
guard the schools against the possibility of 
interference in the manner feared—i.c., the 
appointment of Roman Catholic teachers in 
the schools where the children are Protestants. 
With regard to administrative changes, he 
has suggested a conference with the authori- 
ties already administering the Act and the 
teachers, though it is difficult to see what 
the teachers have to do with questions of 
committees and administration. 

A deputation representing Regional Com. 
mittees has already deprecated any changes 
in the Act, and the Council of County Coun- 
Cis has protested strongly against any cur- 
tailment of the powers at present vested in 
the County Councils. 


_, DEPUTATION’S BONA FIDES. 
_The representative character of the R gional 
Committee deputation has been challenged, 
and it 1s noteworthy that no names of the 
deputation have been published. It is also 
declared by a member of the County Council 
Association that the meeting which passed 
the resolution did not represent the majority 
of the Ulster Northern County Councils. 

Under these circumstances, it is not sur- 
pusing to find the well-informed Northern 
Ireland Correspondent of 7 Ae Times Educa- 
tional Supplement, who interprets the official 
view of the Ministry of Education with un 
canny accuracy, declaring that “ it seems very 
improbable that any agreement can be 
reached between the Churches, the authorities 
who have been engaged in the administration 
of the Act, and the teachers.”’ 

It is well known that the opposition to the 
proposals of the Committee of the Protestant 
Churches and the Grand Orange Lodge for 
amending the Act has been engineered by a 
amall section of secularists, who have alwavs 
opposed religious teaching in the schools, and 
that this section, with the aid and assistance 
of a portion of the Armagh County Council 
and certain officials and members of the Bel- 
fast Education Committee, have been respon- 
sible for the opposition manifested by 
Keyional Committees and the County Coun- 
c1's, 

The proposals which have been made for 
amendment do not take away from County 
Ucuncils control of any matter for which they 
pay, but with regard to teachers’ appoint- 
ments it is contended that the present deci- 
sion of County Councils should be transferred 
to the Ministry, which pays the teachers. 
As it is very improbable that any decision 
will be reached by conference, it will be 
the duty of the Minister of Education and 
the Government to introduce such amend- 
ments to the Act as will meet the wishes 
of the overwhelming majority of the people. 
It is contended hy the Protestant Churches 
and the Orangemen that it is right and 
proper that the nature and extent of these 
changes should be indicated before the elec- 
tion.

BISHOP OF TUAM’S ADVICE. 

The annual parade of the 1t6h Dublin 
Company of the Boys’ Brigade (St. Peter’s 
Parish) took place yesterday at St. Peter's 
Church, Auncter street. Mr. Justice Fitz- 
Gibbon read the Lessons. 

the Right Rev. Dr. Harden, Bishop of 
Tuam, preached from Joshua, chapter 1, 
verse 6: '' Be strong and of good courage.” 
He told the boys that they were in a period 
of preparation for the journey of life—the 
journey to the land of promise. They re- 
quired three kinds of preparation. If they 
ha dthese three experienees—the preparation 
of companionship, the preparation of ex- 
perience, and the preparation oi dependence 
upon God—and if they profited by them, 
they would be ready to serve their genera- 
tion, and, in the words of the text, they 
would ‘* be strong and of good courage.’’ 

He was sure that the people of the parish 
were glad to have a company of the Boys’ 
Brigade in the parish, and that they were 
grateful to the officers for what they had 
done, and were doing, for the Boys’ Brigade.

THE FALL IN DISCOUNT RATES. 


Too much, perhaps, can be made of the 
recent deciine in discount rates, especially in 
the bearing it has upon values of investment 
stocks. The decline has been due to some- 
what aggressive buying of bills by the clear 
ing banks. jn London and by -Continental 
financial institutions, presumably based on 
the belief that.money rates in the future will 
rule at a more favourable level. It is difficult 
tu accept, this-latter view in full. The Bank 
of England certainly is much stronger now, 
and for several weeks has been able to secure 
the bulk of the bar gold arriving from the 
mines, but, with a considerable movement of

‘The statutory meeting of Anglo-Foreign 
Newspapers, Lid., was held on Friday last 
at Winchester House, Old Broad street, 
London, E.C. 

Mr. H. 8S. Horne, the Chairman, who 
presided, said that the undertaking had been 
formed as a result of a carefully conceived 
plan for eee founding and developing 
sr ge’ and allied undertakings at home, 
in the Dominions and abroad. It was 
created after an investigation by experts 
lasting over a year, and their thanks were 
due to the company’s vice-chairman, Sir 
Robert Donald, than whom there were few 
men possessed of wider experience and know- 
ledge of the newspaper industry, and those 
associated with him for their help and 
guidance. Their plans had not been 
announced to the world, for the sufficient 
reason that the company’s immediate and 
future programme would have been 
jeopardised to satisfy curiosity, which in 
some , quarters had not been entirely dis- 
interested. (Hear, hear.) 

It had been suggested in certain quarters 
that the particulars published in the offer 
for sale of 3,000,000 Ordinary Shares and 
375,000 Deferred Shares were not sufficiently 
informative—in .effect, that they were asking 
for a blank cheque. Nevertheless, the offer 
had been enormously over-applied for, indi- 
cating the greatest confidence in the Board 
of the new company, and an appreciation of 
its great ibilities; such reliance was 
even more justified to-day than at the time 
of the offer. 

Already a great deal had been done; the 
company possessed, or had settled terms for 
acquiring, properties which should give the 
corporation a return in the first year of at 
least £100,000 on the present profit basis, a 
figure upon which the Board were confident 
they would enlarge. One of their aims had 
been to acquire participation in or contro] of 
undertakings which occupied specialist or 
pivotal positions, and they might anticipate 
further profits when the co-ordination of 
certain of their properties had been brought 
to a stage permitting their treatment as a 
separate entity.

They had already taken steps 
to inangurate a holding company in Canada 
which might lead to the formation of an 
Imperial newspaper organisation which held 
out great possibilities for work in relation 
to British Empire interests. They might 
also become identified with most powerful 
interests in another part of the British 
Empire. His confidence in the future of the 
newspaper industry was stronger than ever ; 
shareholders might rest assured that the 
moment the danger of premature disclosure 
no longer existed, the Board would give the 
fullest possible information as to the com- 
pany’s interests,

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW.

BACON PRICES REVISED. 


Feom Our Financial CORRESPONDENT. 
As could only be expected, the recent high: 
prices ruling for all classes of bacon have 
checked demand, and at the meeting of the 
Bacon Committee this week-end it was de- 
cided to reduce the price of Danish, Swedish 
and Dutch by 10s. per cwt. Irish is in small 
supply, and no change was recorded. Buyers 
are acting cautiously, retailers having neces- 
sarily to follow the market closely if they 
wish to make a profit on their bacon sales. 
According to the Manchester Wholesale Pro- 
vision Association, bacon prices for some 
time past have been high. In view of the 
statements that have appeared in the Press, 
the Association wishes to inform the public 
that there is actualiy a world shortage of 
bacon, particularly due to the recent severe 
frost, and also to the fact that bacon pro- 
duction 1s not by any means a paying pro- 
position in all countries. In view of this 
state of affairs, the public must look forward 
to a period of high prices during the next 
few months. On the other hand, a drastic 
method of combating the shortage has been 
adopted by the Liverpool Grocers’ and Pro- 
vision Dealers’ Association, which, by adver- 
tisement, is asking the public to eat less 
bacon because prices are too high. After 
showing signs of recovery last week, the 
butter market has fallen away again, and 
the Danish official quotation this week-end 
was wired eight kroner lower, bringing the 
figure down to that ruling a fortnight ago— 
viz., 268 kroner per hundred kilos. At the cor- 
responding period of last year the official 
quotation stood at 298 kroner, and spot 
prices were about 20s. higher than those now 
prevailing. Eggs generally remain quietly 
steady, but, with every prospect of warmer 
weather, a materia] increase in production 
may be expected. At present England and 
Ireland are the main source of supply so far 
as this centre is concerned. According to 
official returns, the general level of prices of 
agricultural produce in this country in March 
was per cent. above that of the base 
years, 1911-15, or one. point lower than in 

ebruary, and two points lower than in 
March, 1928. Both bacon and pork pigs 
made appreciably higher prices than in Feb- 
ruary, and the relative index numbers were 
higher by eight and six points at 58 to 66 
per cent. respectively. There was very little 
alteration in the average prices of fat cattle 
and sheep from those ruling in the previous 
month. Store cattle and sheep were dearer 
than in the previous month, but, as in 
neither case was the increase so large as in 
the same period, the index numbers showed 
a fall of one int. Store pigs, however, 
were one point higher on the month. Dairy 
cows were nearly 50s. per head cheaper than 
in February, and the index number declined 
by three points to 30 per cent. above pre- 
war. In dairy and poultry produce butter 
was one point higher, but cheese unaltered. 
Eggs were about 33d. per dozen cheaper 
than in February. Poultry averaged 40 per 
cent .more than in 1911-13, or the same as 
in March, 1928. 

Fat cattle and sheep were shown in in- 
creased numbers at Salford Cattle Market on 
Tuesday, but demand could hardly be de- 
scribed as brisk, and selleys occasionally had 
to grant concessions to effect a clearance. 
There was a fairly good show of Irish fat 
cattle and dairy stock, but an entire absence 
of sheep and lambs. At the Manchester 
Pig Market the high prices ruling for both 
baconers and porkers are causing buyers to 
hold-off and operate for immediate require- 
ments only, Spot prices are more or less 
nominal, but are stated to be the highest 
ruling for several years. 
Dead Meat Market a steady tone was re- 
ported in all departments. 

Dead poultry generally rules firm. Best 
chickens show a rather sharp advance on the 
week at ls. 6d. to 1s. 9d.; and Irish turkeys 
were also dearer, being quoted up to ls. 6d.

PALM OIL HIGHER.

LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 

Tropical produce has been a variable 
rnarket throughout the week, though the tone 
in most sections at the close was. better. 
Palm oil compared with a week ago is, 
roughly, 10s. to 15s. higher, but kernels, 
though finishing above the worst, lose 2s 6d. 
The Northern Continent has bought a fair 
quantity of oil, but home consumers have 
heen difficult to interest. For Lagos afloat 
£34 was paid at the beginning of the week, 
with forward shipment at £34 10s. Sellers, 
however, found it difficult to maintain these 
rates, and for April-May shipment £34 is now 
invited, with interest shown at 5s. less. For 
spot materia] the price is £34 10s. Softs 
April-May and May-June have been done at 
£35 15s., but £34 is now wanted, this being 
the ruling rate for spot material, though 
there is not much of the latter on offer. 
July-August varied between. £34 and £34 
2s. 6d. In mediums material afloat stands 
at £35, with distant positions obtainable at 
£34 17s. 6d.: buyers anything under. Hards 
have been rather quiet, though a few parcels 
of afloat in transit were offered at £35 full 
ferms and buyers £34 15s. Forward positions 
stand at £35 5s., but a near bid would not be 
turned down. Sherbros changed hands at 
£4 5s. for afloat material, with further 
sellers at £34 10s. Following are spot quota- 
tions:—Lagos £34 10s., Sherbros £3 5s., 
Opoho £34, Benin £35, and Niger £35.

FOUR KERRY POETS’ MEMORIAL, 


The Rev. P. S. Dineen, D.Litt., presided 
on Saturday night at a meeting held at 
25 Parnell square, Dublin, to discuss the 
erection of a memorial in Killarney to the 
four Kerry poets of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries—Pirias Ferriter, Geoffrey 
O’ Donohoe, Egan O'Rahilly and Owen Ruadh 
O'Sullivan. 

Mr. J. Fenton said that the knowledge 
that the project was regarded favourably ‘in 
Dublin would help to create enthusiasm in 
its supporters. 

It was decided that the meeting would 
undertake to forward in any way possible 
the efforts of the Killarney committee who 
are engaged on the matter.
